that they were repulsed by a force 
like that. 

I lost in all 36 officers and 877 
men; total, 913. The 23 regiment 
entered the charge with 18 officers; 
itcame out with 7. The 28 eutered 
with 11 officers ; and came out with 
4. The 3lst had but 2 offivers for 
duty that night. 

The First brigade worked its 
way through the crater, and was 
halted behind the boney-comb of 
bowb proofs. Here the 43d charged 
the intrenchments, capturing a 
Confederate flag and recapturing 
a Union stand of colors and a few 
prisoners. Owing to the crowded 
condition of the bomb-proofs _ it 
was impossible to get the rest of 
the brigade on. Too much praise 
cannot be awarded to the bravery 


of officers and mex; the former 


fearlessly led, while the latter as 
fearlessly followed, through a fire 
hot enough to cause the best troops 
to falter. But few of the field offi- 
cers escaped. Colonel Delavan 
Bates fell, shot in the face. Major 
Leeke stood, urging the men on, 
with the blood gushing from his 
mouth. Adjutant O’Brien fell, shot 
through the heart. Captain Wright 
of the 43d Regiment himself capt- 
ured a Confederate stand of col- 
ors and 5 prisoners, and brought 
them __ip. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Wright with two bullet holes re 
tained the command of his Regi- 
ment. Colonel Sigfried concludes 
his official report thas; ‘*Had it not 
been for the almost impassible 
crowd of troops of the other divi- 
sious in the crater and intrench- 
ments, Cemetery Hill would have 
been ours without a falter on the 
part of my brigade.” oe 

Nor was the giving way a willing 
movement on the part of the color- 
ed troops. One little band, after 
wy second charge was repulsed, 
defended the intrenchments we bad 
won from the enemy, exhibiting fight 
ing qualties that | never saw sur- 
pased iu the war. This handful 
stood there without the slightest 
organization of company or regi 
ment, each man for himself, and 
impelled by his individual instinct, 
until the enemy’s bauners waved in 
their very faces. Then, and uot till 
then,they made a dash for our lines 
and that atmy order. Speaking ef 
this staud, General Burnside says 
in his oflicial report: **But not all 
of the colored troops retired ; some 
held the pits behind which they 
had advanced, severely checking 
the enemy until they were nearly 
all killed.” 

The engagement was over. We 
had not only been four times cat to 
pieces, but repulsed. The enemy 
having retaken their former lines, 
the troops, black and white in the 
crater were Cat off from our army. 
Squads there occasionally made 4 
dush for our lines, but as many 
fell as reached them safely. By di- 
rection of offcers in the crater the 
men begun a covered-way toward 
our lines [that is a deep trench 
running somewhat diagonally be- 
tween the two lines with all the 
dirt thrown toward the enemy’s 
side, so tuat a man passing along 
it was almost sheltered from wusk- 
etry fire}. Another, by direction 
of Gencral Burnside, had been 
started from our lines to meet it. 
This was the situation wien the 
enemy made their last chrge on the 
crater. It; inmates had repelled 
three charges. They were weak, ex- 
hausted, and suffering for want of 
water. They succombed and most 
of them fell into the hancs of the 
enemy. Of this last scene in the 
battle the Confederate Gener 
Bushrod R. Johnson, commanding 
the opposing forces at that point, 
says in his official report : | 

“Between 11 and12a.. nH. 
secoud unsuccessful charge hav- 
ing been made by Wright's bri- 
gade of Mahone’s divisioa, [ pro- 
ceeded to concert a combined 
movement on both flanks of the 
crater * * * A third charge a 
little before 5 P. M. gave us entire 
possession of the crater, and ad. 
jacent lines. This charge on the 
left [our right ] and rear of the 
crater was made by Sanders bri- 
gade of Maboue’s division, aud the 
17th South Carolina of this divi- 
sion. * %* =These mMove- 
meuts were all condncted by Gen- 
eral Mauoue while L took the 22ud 
and 23d South Carolina into the 
crater and captured 3 colors aud 
130 prisoners. Previous to ibis 
charge the incessaut firing kept ap 
by our troops on both fianks and 
in rear bad caused many of the 
enemy toruu the gaunlet oi our 


cross fires in trout of the breach, 
bat a large number still remained 


unable to advance, and perhaps 


afraid to retreat.” 


Thus ended in disaster what had 
at first promised to be a grand suc- 
cess. We were back within our old 
lines and badly cut ap. We had in- 
flieted a heavy, bat by no means 
equal, loss on the enemy. 

A ridicalous little incident di- 
rectly after these terrible scenes 
which helped us all to forget for a 
moment our wretchedness. My 
cvok, an elderly African, was .a 
most abominable and unerring de- 
stroyer of raw material, and when 
called to account his usual reply 
was: **De meat was so tough, sab, 
I done parbiled a little fust, sah” ; 
so his camp companion « nicknamed 
him “Old Parbile.” It was now 
noon ; we had had our breakfast at 
3 A.M. Being hungry, I sent sever- 
al times tor **Old Parbile,”’ and fin. 
ally dispatched a giant sergeant, 
Adam Laws, with instructions to 
bring ‘*Parbile” at the point of bay- 
onet if necessary. In due time [ 
heard the sergeant’s mighty voice 
uplifted with, “Git you dar!” and 
simultaneously a hearty peal of 
laughter raug along our dejected 
line. Turning, I saw poor “Parbile” 
writhing along on his knees ip an 
agony of fear. In one hand he had 
a tin pail with my dinner, and in 
the other be held a palm-leaf fan to 
shield himself from anticipated 
missiles of the enemy. The sergeant 
was accelerating his speed with the 
muzzle of his gun and with a “‘Hur- 
ry up dar now, de cunnul will be 
lovin’ glad to see yo!” Nothing 
could have been happier in its ef: 
fect on the whole command than 
this trifling incident, and the scan- 
ty ill-cooked meal was the bette 
for the sauce |

HON. ROBERT SMALLS. 


The President has at last recog: 
nized a good “man in the per- 
son of the gallant captain Robert 
Smalls, the hero of the plaater, 
whose appointment as Collector of 


have the affect of inspiring confi- 
dence in this administration and 
spreading consternation among 
the schools of cushion fish in the 
political waters of the Palmetto 
State. Captain Smalls has made a 
grand record and the attempt of a 
few littie-fellows to break it will 
act as a boomerang upon them. 
He will be found to be a hard man

S. C., and we advise aspiring poli- 
ticians from there to be careful how 
they monkey with a buzz saw. 
The following from the ‘*Post’’ 
will show that a worthy man and 
brave soldier has been recogniz- 
ed : | 

Mr. Smalls, collector at Beaufort, 
S. C., was born in Beaufort April 
5, 1839, and lived at that place 
until thirteen years of age, when 
he removed to Charleston, remain- 
ing there until the 13th of May, 
1862, when he captured the rebel 
steamer Planter, with acrew of 
nine men and ammunition for Fort 


the Monitor Keokuk in the famous 
attack on Charleston, April 7, ’63, 
and was still a pilot in the Navy 
when on the Ist of December, 1863, 
he guided the steamer he had eap-, 
tured up the Sound with supplies 
for the Federal troops, then on 
Morris Island under Gen. Q. A. 
Gilmore. While passing Secess- 
ionvillé, on James Island, a terrif- 
ic fire was opeued on the steamer 
and its captain deserted her, Mr. 
Smalls took charge of the vessel 
and brought her safely to the Fed- 
eral troops, for which act of brav- 
ery he was given a commission as 
captain. Hecommanded the ves- 
sel until the close of the war, and 
thenreturned to Beaufort in 1866, 
enteriug politics a year later. He 
‘was elected to the constitutional 
convention of the State in January, 
1868, and afterwards went to the 
State legislature and senate. He 
served in the Forty-fourth and 
Forty-fifth Congresses, and though 
elected to the two sugceeding Con- 
gresses the certificate was given to 
George D. Tilman. Mr. Smalls 
was defeated for the nomination 1p 
the forty~eighth Congress, Mr, E. 
W.M. Mackey being elected, but 
upon his death Mr. Smalls was 
chosen to fill the unexpired term, 
and was reelected to the Forty- 
ninth Congress. He claimed an 
election to the Fiftieth Congress, 
but the certificate was given to Mr. 
Elliott, who successfully defended 
his seat against the contest. Mr. 
Smalls has had considerable expe- 
rience in customs matters, having 
been a special inspector in that 
bureau when Mr. Sherman was 
recretary of the Treasury. 

He was also elected a delegate 
to every National Republican con- 
vention and at the last convention 
when Mr. Sherman withdrew, he 
voted for Mr. Harrison.
